' 'C H A P. XIIIL
- An ACT for the better regulating attachments.

' HEREAS it is found by experience, that the laws now in being, di-
. reting the manner of fuing out attachments, are not framed fo as to
" afford equal juftice to creditors, but commonly fome of the creditors
fecure their whale claims, whilft others fuffer.a total lofs, and frequently doubtful
and fufpicious claims take place of honeft debts, by contrivance and fraud between
abfconding perfons and their friends ; for remedy whereof for the future,

and the authority of the fame, That from and after the firft day of December next,

“whenever it {hall happen, that any perfon whatfoever of this province, being in-

debted within this province, fhall a¢ually run away, abfcond, or fly from juftice,
or fecretly remove him or herfelf from his or her place of abode, or fhill remove
or be about to remove any of his or her effelts, with intent to defraud his or her
creditors, any one creditor, to whom the faid abfconding perfon is indebted in the
fam of fifty thillings current money, or four hundred pounds of tobacco or up-
wards, over and above all difcounts, may make application to any provincial or
county juftice, and on fuch creditor’s making oath, or affirmation if a quaker,
that the faid abfconding perfon is bond fide indebted to him or her in the fum of
‘ over and above all difcounts, and at the fame time produ-
cing the bond or bonds, bill or bills, protefted bill or bills of exchange, promiffo-

note or notes, or other inftrument or inftruments of writing, account or ac-
counts, by which the faid abfconding perfon is fo indebted ; which probate, or
affirmation, as aforefaid, thall be endorfed thereon ; and the faid creditor alfo ma-
king oath or affirmation as aforefaid, that he or the doth know, or is credibly in-
formed, and verily believes, that the faid abfconding perfon is actually run away,
or fled from juftice, or removed from his or her place of abode, or hath removed,
or is about to remove, fome of his or her effedts, with an intent to injure and
defraud his or her creditor or creditors of their juft dues, which departure or run-
ning away, or removal or attempt to remove effetts, fhall alfo be proved by one
other credible witnefs ; the faid provincial or county juftice, on fuch oath or affir-
mation, and fuch other proof made, fhall be and is hereby fully authorifed and re-
quired, forthwith to iffue his warrant to the clerk of the provincial or county court
(1s the cale may require) to iffue an attachment or attachments purfuant to this
a& ; upon the receipt of which warrant, together with the proofs on which the
fime was granted, and not otherwife, the clerk of the provincial or county court,
as the cafe may require, fhall iflue a writ.of attachment, if in the county court,
to the theriff of that county, if in the provincial court, to the theriff or fheriffs of
the county or counties where the goods, chattels, books, papers or effes, of fuch
abfconding perfon fhall be fuggefted to be by fuch creditor, to attach, feize, take
and fafely keep, all the whole perfonal eftate of the faid ab{conding perfon, of \ibat
